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INTRODUCTION

This report includes substance abuse and psychiatric facility utilization data for the six month period
from September 2001 through February 2002.

880.4 and 1-880.7.

The statewide occupancy rate, number of facilities, and number of beds is provided on the
statewide summary page at the end of this report.
